WASHINGTON CITY. Oct. 17.—Admiral 


David D. Porter, it is believe*], has but a 
few days to live. For the l;isit few days 
his condition has been sucli as to cause 
bi§ friends much anxiety, although little 
has been said about it. The admiral has 
been at Ms summer place near Newport 
for several months, and has been in a 
more or le--s feeble condition all the time, 
hi% age Ix-iiig now nearly four score years. 
It was deemed necessary to bring him 
south without further delay, and ex-Sur- 
geon General Phillip P. Wales, of the 
navy, who has attended the ariljniral for 
the loot twenty years, went on to New- 
port and brought the distinguishe I naval 
hero here. The fatitrue and exi:iieinent 
of tiie journey inuiie his condition consid- 
erably worr-e. and when the pnrty nr- 
rived here Wednesday night the family 
were very much alarmed.

The Kxtra Session Question. 


WASHINGTON Cm'. Oct. 17. — From the 


character of conversations that the presi- 
dent has niid with several congressmen 
who are now in Washington, it would 
se-em that he hns not come to a conclu- 
sion on the extra session question. Within 
the past few days congressmen, who have 
called on the president, have been urged 
by him to give their views for or against 
the advisability of issuing a call, accord- 
ing to the individual positions taken by 
them. One prominent representative told 
the president tlia: he wasagahistthe prop- 
osition, and he was persistently pressed 
testate his reasons, entering into quite a 
discussion ou the subject with the presi- 
dent.

How the Chief of Police Was 


Assassinated. 


NEW 
ORLEANS 
PEOPLE EXCITED. 


The Brave Oflieer Shot from AmlmHh by 


a Party of Ignorant I>tt(;oeH Wbo Were 
Commanded to Do the Bloody Work by 
Some High Authority—How the Chief 
Incurred the Enmity of the Revenge- 
ful Italians. 
NEW Olil.KANs, La., Oct. 17.—The as- 


sassination of Chief of Police Hennessy 
has created the profoundest excitement 
known ill New Orleans for years and call- 
ed forth threats of lynch law, vigilance 
committees, etc. The assassination,which 
was 
the worst ever known here, has 


aroused the people of the city to the fact 
that there is an Italian society in exist- 
ence here which orders assassinations, and 
which removes all persons whostand in its 
way by murder. Some months ago a party 
of Italians were fired on as they were re- 
turning home about midnight by a gutig 
of hired Italian bntvos. The trial of this 
case was to come up in a few days. Ever 
since the crime was committed Chief of 
Police Hennessy has been investigating 
the Italian vendetta in New Orleans and 
had secured evidence of the most sensa- 
tional character as to the assassination of 
sixty or more Italians in the last twenty 
years. HH declared his intention of break- 
ing up the vendetta and putting an end 
to these murders. 


A Dvndly I'lixlllude. 


He was warned to desist from hia inves- 


tigations, but he was a man of undaunted 
courage, whom nothing could deter. It 
was decided that Hennessy should diennd 
all the plans for his murder wore ar- 
ranged. 
Two parlies of bravos or assas- 


sins were chosen for the crime. These 
were stationed near where he lived—one 
party on Rampart, the other ou Basin 
street—so that no mutter which way he 
went home he could not escape them. 
It 


was a dark, rainy night and Hennessy 
wits carrying his umbrella raised. Just 
as he turned the corner whero he lived a 
volley from several guns, which awak- 
ened the people jor squares around, was 
heard and Hennessy felt, himself wounded 
in the chest. He drew his revolver and 
tired at his asshtluuts, hut they fired from 
the alleyway, where they were hid, until 
he dropped on a neighboring doorstep, 
riddled with bullets. 
When they saw 


him drop tiiry cairie from cover and ran 
up the street. 
The other party at the 


next corner joined tliem and the gang, 
six or seven in number, ran down the 
street. 


A Witness of the Alnrdor. 


Henuessy was found with six serious 


wounds, three of thfin through the lungs, 
half a do/en skin wounds, and nine other 
shots through his coat and hat. He was 
mortally wounded an-.l died a few hours 
afterward, but live.I long enough to say 
that his murderers wore dagoes or Ital- 
ians. 
Thu as-assination occurred in a 


well-settled neighhorhotMl, and a number 
of persons saw the assassins, but were, 
except a Mr, Pi-elcr, unable (o identify 
them. Orders were at once issued to ar- 
rest all suspicious Italians found in the 
neighborhood, and before daylight nine 
of them were in jail, against whom vari- 
ous incriminating evidence was found. 
Three of the arrested men were identified 
by Mr. Pteler,the only witness of the mur- 
der, 
who lived opposite Chief Hcuuessy 


and saw the assassination from a side 
window. All the arrested men are Sicil- 
au fruit, dealers of the lowest type, men 
only reci'inly arrived in this country, and 
who could spi-iik scarcely a word of Eng- 
lish. They did not know Heunessy, and 
were evidently sent to murder him by 
some high auUiority. The police think 
that they have the a..;saR«inB, but the au- 
thorities are specially anxious to get at 
the men who planned and ordered this 
crime in order to cover up many other 
crimes which lleimessy was about to dis- 
close. 


Hitter Feeling Against. D.igos. 


A large crowd of persons gathered in 


front of the parish prison Thursday even- 
ing and as there was some talk of taking 
out the prisoners charged with the as- 
sassination the authorities deemed it best 
to take the precaution of guarding the 
jail thoroughly. A company of the Wash- 
ington artillery was accoulingly stationed 
there. 
The crowd, however, dispersed 


without attempting any violence. A very 
strong feeling was shown against the 
Italians and some of the latter deemed it 
advisable to take a trip out of the city un- 
til the popular excitement against them 
cooled somewhat. Hcnnessy was only 32 
years of age and hail been a member of 
the police since he was 12. It was he who 
captured 
the famous Italian, 
Organo 


Espezto, in this city some years ago and 
turned him over to the Italian authorities 
and this may be in some way connected 
with his assassination. 


Shot One ol the Assassins. 


At noon Friday Thomas H. Duffy, a 


newspaper carrier and brother of Prize 
Fighter John Duffy, called at the parish 
prison and asked to see Antouino Scoffldi, 
one of the prisoners arrested in connection 
with the murder of Cliief of Police Hen- 
nessy, for the purpose, he said, of identi- 
fying him. A keeper brought Scoffidi in 
the corridor, when quick as a ft.ish Duffy 
drew a pistol and shot the prisoner in the 
neck, inflicting a mortal wound. 
Duffy 


was arrested aud Scotfidi was conveyed to 
the hospital. At );:«) in the afternoon 
Scoffldi was in the act of making a con- 
fession or riving declaration when a Cath- 
olic priest, Father O'Niel, was announced. 
That cut, short the confession, and the 
dying man and priest were left together. 
AsScolh'di's throat is swelling Jand his 
life fast eubiug away, it is feared no more 
of his confession will be made.

A FEW CHRONICS. 


It seems from reports that some of these 


registration boards in Uecatur have been 
trying to sa\ e the conntry by making it dif- 
ficult for democratic voters to cast a ballot 
at the coming election. We believe that 
each of the Decatur boards is composed of 
two republicans and one democrat In some 
cases the democrat was received by his re- 
publican colleagues in a friendly and fair 
way. 
This was as it should be, and in each 


case it met with the approbation of all. 


But there were other cases in which the 


democrat was received as a fellow that re- 
turned a good deal of watching and that 
could not be depended on tell the truth 
Reports say that the board that was particu 
larly obnoxious in this respect was the one 
In 
the 11th precinct last Tuesday. 


There were two republicans on this board, 
one of whom was our antique acquaintance. 
Capt. DeWitt Columbus DeLano Shockley. 
We have not the name of the republican 
who sat on that board with Shockley, but 
we are informed that he was disposed to be 
fair if he were oah let alone. Theie was 
one democrat on the board, Ueston Bald- 
win. 


Under such registration as was contem- 


plated for last Tuesday, each of the judges 
should na%e been gi\en wide liberty in sug- 
gesting names to go on the lists. It was 
the duty of the judges to revise the old lists, 
taking off the names of those who were 
known to any of the judges to have moved 
out of the precinct. It was also the right 
of each judge to have inserted the name of 
any man that he knew had become a voter 
in the precinct. In fact it has been the 
practice of the registration judges to look 
around and get the names of such people. 
When any judge suggests the name of a 
voter, it is the business of the other two 
to take his word for it, and insert the name. 
It is conclusively presumed that the judge 
who suggests the name is acting honestly. 
H he should be mistaken, there remains the 
remedj of challenging on election day. 


But our friend Shockley took it upon 


himself to refuse to inse-t some names sufr 
gested by the democratic judge, 
Shockley 


had to know the candidate for franchise 
privileges or his name didn't go. He couldn't 
take Mr Baldwin's word for it that the 
man was a voter and entitled to a vote in 
the llth precmct. And he made enough fuss 
about the matter to keep some names off 
the list There was about thla not only of 
tensive partisanship, but also an article 
that was little and mean. 


To get the names of the=e men on tha 


list you must produce them in person on 
the 28th of October. It is not always an 
easy matter to get each voter around to the 
registration poll, and there are some who 
will not get there 
And then it will be- 


come necessary to swear their votes in on 
election day, a process through which no 
well known voter likes to go. 


And there was more of this kind of trou 


ble In the precinct where Mr. Shumaker 
acted as the democratic judge. It is re 
ported that word went ont from the repub- 
lican ring bosses of Decatur to each of the 
registration boards to keep the names of a 
many democrats as possible off the pol 
lists. It is supposed that a few votes can 
be made this way, or rather that a few dem 
ocratie votes can be kept away from th 
polls. 


In order that too much work may not be 


crowded Into election day, we trust tha 
every democrat in town will look at th 
poll list in his precinct to see that his nam 
\a enrolled. If It is not, the democrat wll 
please attend in person on Oct 28, an 
gt«y until his name is put down. And in 
ease you live in the llth precinct it will b 
a saving of time to take some high-born 
muck-a-muck along to introduce yon t 
Capt Shockley. 
nThese registration judges who acted at 
gay should ha%e remembered that they re- 
ceived their appointment from a democrat! 
board of supervisors. In most places in th 
cl<y, two republicans were put on to on 
democrat. It was njt thought that any 
member el these boards would attempt tc 
obstruct work. But we have a few fellowi

?ime and again have figures been quoted 
~rom reliable tables to'show that the South- 
irn states get out as large a per cent of 
heir vote as do some other states in New 
England, where there Is no charge of sup- 
pression. And the man who will atop to 
jonslder for a moment must realize that the 
Northern fellows have taken steps to se- 
cure representation on a mighty slim con- 
stituency. The rule that will apply gener- 
ally, after Mr. Porter's long string of errors 


footed np, will be one representative to 


each 180,000 people. This is the rule that 
will apply wherever it Is possible. The 
forth will be the gamer of several represen- 
tatives and senators thereby. 


Idaho has less than SO, 000 voters. The 


republicans make it a state and that act 
entitles It to three representatives in con 
;ress, one in the House and two in the Sen 
ate. Wyoming has about 17,000 voters, and 
>y the grace of republican legislation ttiis 
state will be entitled to a representative and 
;wo senators. North Dakota is another 
state that is equally fortunate; and follow- 
ng along in the same line is Montana. 
These four states will have a representa- 
tion of 12 ID congress; and eight out of that 
12 will be found la the senate of the United 
States, a place where a very small number 
weighs heavily. It is said there are single 
congressional Districts in the South that 
will poll almost the vote of those four 
states. 


The idea of writing this now is not to en- 


ter a complaint, for lite is too short and 
there Is too much to be done to waste any 
lime in groaning about what cant be reme- 
died. Those states are now born and ad- 
mitted to theii majority it is a piece of 
work that cant be lepealed. But we have a 
right to ask that, while this glaringly dispro- 
portionate representation stands, nothing be 
said about any case that is presented from 
the South. You would look a long while in 
any Southern state before you could find a 
place where 10 tiinas 17,000 votes secured a 
representative and two senators. There are 
no Wyoming;* down there, and it there were 
one it would have to remain a territorj foi 
many years to come. The North certainly 
las more than a little the best of the repre- 
sentation, and so there is wonder why this 
old story is being kept up. There may have 
)een some sense in it at onetime, Imt it will 
stand the plain test of mathematics to-day. 


THE Rep tells us that "the democratic 


governor of Ohio has found it necessary to 
call a special session of the legislature of 
that state, to provide for deposing a lot of 
democratic office holders in Cincinnati who 
are robbing the people."

Secondly, it is 
stated that Dr. Harvev made a small open- 
Ing in his shoulder Friday, which is false. 
Dr. Harvey made an opening iu a small ab- 
cess which had formed in his shoulder 
about two weeks ago. 
This opening was, 


when ni'de, three-fourths of an inch long 
and into the abcess, and at the time was all 
that was needed, but the disease become 
much more extensive, and the old opening 
was not sufficient for thorough drainage. 
On consultation, Drs. Harvey and Walston 
thought best to make another and put in a 
drainage tube. It was agreed by them to 
inject cocaine and administer ether. Dr. 
Harvey injected the cocaine and, after hand- 
Ing Dr. Walston his knife, began giving 
ether, but Dr. Walston, being in a hurry to 
return home by a train then due, did not 
wait for the ether to take effect but pro- 
ceeded to enlarge the opening made by Dr. 
Harvey. He then thrust his linger into the 
'ipening, which gave Mr. Uhricb suc.h 
pain that he began screaming and his 
wife ordered him to stop. 
Instead of stop- 


ping until the ether took effect, Le proceeded 
to probe the abscess with his fingers and to 
make auother opening;, regardless ot Mr. 
Uhrich screams and intense suffering.

then pushed in the drainage tube, and 
apologized to Mr. Uhrich for hurting him so 
much. 


Mr. Uhrich did not know that Dr. Wai- 


aton had been called until he stood by his 
bedside, and Dr. Harvey bad not been noti- 
fied of his coming.
